Craftsman Comment 


Nomenclature 


Whether titles are used to lend dignity, or nicknames applied for 
affection—names are inconsequential things. 

We recall a taunt of our early schooldays: “Sticks and stones may 
break my bones, but calling names won’t hurt me.” And did not Shakes- 
peare say: “What’s in a name; a rose by any other name would smell as 
sweet.” 

So, presumably, names are to be regarded more as a means of inden- 
tification; to secure clarity, avoid confusion and otherwise simplify : ne of 
life’s perplexities. 

When rightly used names and other titles have a euphonious sound, 
rolling off the tongue in resonant harmony, as, for instance, “My lord, the 
noble Prince, His Eminence, William Cardinal de la Fleshpots de la Folderol, 
etc.,” or the twinkling suggestion “Little Lord Tweedledee of Tweedledum.” 

Be this as it may, as we have before said: “names are common things.” 
They ofttimes signify little—little thoughts, little minds. 

When used to designate everyday things such as streets and squares, 
boulevards and avenues, however, names are sometimes confusing and, 
wrongly used, add to the difficulties of postoffice people as well as visitors 
to the city. 

Therefore, it would seem to be the part of wisdom, when thorough- 
fares, etc., are christened, to have due regard for the fitness of things; 
the aptness of the cognomen; the practical appropriateness of the nom- 
enclature, so to speak. . 

Thus, for example, the word Broadway is significant of a broad high- 
way and is appropriate; Washington Street recalls the dignity and strength 
and vision of our first president,—noble thought,—and Tremont Street 
after “Tri-Mount” or the “Three Mounts” on which Boston is founded 
strike the fancy as fit names for important thoroughfares, and so on, 
ad infinitum. . 

Coming down to present cases, to all of which the above is preliminary, 
there seems to be a tendency on the part of some of the city fathers of 
Boston, Massachusetts, to run amok in the matter of names for streets 
and squares, parks and promenades; a veritable intoxication of enthusiasm 
for obscure or otherwise heroes who may have rendered service or sacrifice 
to their native land. : 

Whether or not there is some underlying ulterior motive, behind all 
this enthusiasm, we know not, and far be it from us to cast aspersions on 
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the motives of the able gentlemen who mould municipal affairs in Boston, 
yet do we know that in this matter of streets and their names sometimes 
zeal overbalances their judgment. 

Tremont street, Boston, is bisected by Boylston street and at the 
junction stands Masonic Temple. By no stretch of the imagination can 
this location be called a square, yet with dedicatory exercises prominently 
participated in by members of the Roman Catholic clergy and presumably 
by the order of the street commissioner, Mr, Sullivan, the name of this 
corner has been designated “James F. Mahoney Square,” after a brave 
young soldier of that name formerly resident of Charlestown, Massachu- 
setts, who lost his life in the great war. 

Let us honor by all means our noble dead, perpetuate in enduring 
bronze their brave deeds, cherish and keep in immortal green their memory, 
but do not use their illustrious names for political or factional purposes. 

James F. Mahoney Square” does not fit its present location.

y promoting the fine cordial relations which now exist between the Free- 
masons of both Republics and building a fraternal friendship which must 
assist in breaking through the wall of distrust which seems to keep us 
from continuous harmonious relations. 

Before I left Cuba I began to feel that Freemasonry has « great op- 
portunity in these Latin countries to the south of us, and that feeling 
grew in strength as my trip lengthened. It was with real regret that 
we took leave of these good brethren of Cuba and sailed for Cristobal 
where We arrived six days later after short stops at Santiago de Cuba, 
Port Antonio, and Kingston in Jamaica. At none of these places did 
we have any Masonic experiences, albeit the days were full of pleasure 
and interest,

Americanism and Americanization 
Published by Authority of the Committee of Educational Service 


In the State of New York the active membership of the Masonic Fra- 
ternity is more than a quarter million; in the United States, more than 
two millions. Each member has presented his application of his own free 
will and accord. All have been examined and recommended by investi- 
gating committees. Each has professed his belief in one ever-living and 
true God and has accepted the sacred Scriptures as his rule and guide 
of conduct through life. Every candidate has been initiated into a system 
cf morality, “veiled in allegory and illustrated by symbols,” the object 
of which is the inculcation of the virtues and the integration of sound 
moral character. He has also become a member of a self-governing com- 
munity in which the principles of liberty, equality and fraternity are SO 
exemplified that harmony and brotherly love constantly prevail. As a 
result of these Masonic teachings and practices, the members of the Craft 
attain individually a high average level of character, and achieve collec- 
tively, in their several subordinate and Grand Lodges, a unique degree 
of fraternal solidarity. 

A Freemason, especially one who is known to have been honored by 
his brethren with authority as an officer of a lodge or of a Grand Lodge, 
is commonly presumed to be a man of integrity, of good repute, and of a 
certain standing in his community. Masons, in general, therefore, occupy 
a position of potential influence in the community, State and Nation. — 

The prestige of the Masonic character carries with it a corresponding 
responsibility. Whoever occupies a position of influence is under a mora 
obligation to exert that influence for the public weal. To take a merely 
passive attitude is to neglect, and shirk, the plain dictates of duty. To 
allow the potentialities of such a situation to be dissipated is to suffer a 
grievous misfortune. To throw the weight of such influence, mistakenly, 
against the public interest is an offense well nigh unforgivable. Good 
character implies good-will, but it is not enough to will the right; it is 
nezessary actually to do the right. To that end it is essential to know 
what the right course is. A man’s judgment is never any better than 
his information. . 

The Institution of Freemasonry stands not only for a system of in- 
dividual morality, but for a system of civil principles. Our Masonic fore- 
bears were largely instrumental in writing into those great historic docu- 
ments which lie at the basis of the American form of government—the 
Mecklenburg Declaration, the Declaration of Independence, the Federalist 
and the Constitution of the United States—the principles of civil, political 
and religious liberty. They established this Nation and successfully de- 
fended against the attacks of the German Prince who then occupied the 
throne of England, the principles in which they believed and which they 
practiced. They procured the complete and final separation of Church and 
State. They established the commonschool system as the first line 0 
defence of the American Democracy and as the school of civil liberty. 
Their descendants, in their lodges and Grand Lodges, have continuously 
exemplified these principles. 

In the present period of unrest resulting from the World War and 
the demands for social reconstruction, the principles of civil liberty and 
the institutions established by our forbears to preserve and defend those 
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principles are being assaulted from within and from without, by reaction- 
aries as well as by radicals, A plain obligation rests upon Masons, as 
citizens, to rally to the defence of our institutions against attacks from 
every quarter, to harmonize conflicting views, and to exert their indi- 
vidual powers upon all proper occasions as, for example, those of our fore- 
fathers were exerted in the American Revolution, 

To promote unity of council and action a declaration of principles 
and policy was called for, and such a platform was adopted at its first 
annual meeting by the Masonic Service Association of the United States. 

The chief planks in this platform are as follows: 

The acknowledgment of belief in the existence of one ever-living and 
true God, and that all men are His children and therefore brothers, 

The reaffirmation of faith in self-government by, of, and for the 
people, of reverence for law, and of respect for constituted authority. 

The declaration that an adequate free common school system is 
essential to the perpetuity of American institutions. 

The recognition of the right of the individual to provide for himself 
other forms of education, but the declaration that the State should exer- 
cise such supervision over all elementary schools as may be required to 
safeguard American institutions, 

The conviction that every child in America is entitled to an education 
at public expense; that ample funds should be provided for that purpose; 
and that the use of any basal language other than English in elementary 
education should be forbidden. 

4. 1¢ recommendation that the Association should investigate and re- 
port upon these and kindred subjects with a view to the inculeation of 
the Principles of true democracy and the development of a strong and 
aggressive program of Americanization. 

To further this program the Educational Service Committee of Grand 
Lodge, through its Bureau of Social and Educational Service, has recom- 
peated that a series of addresses be given in the Lodges at the close of 

e regular work, to be followed by a period devoted to questions and 
Forum. It has requested Masters of Lodges 
3 brethren who are qualified to co-operate in this 
Work as speakers. Many names have been sent in and the Masters are 
aes witk! the co-operation of the District Deputy Grand Masters and 
thi e Grand Lodge Bureau, in selecting subjects and speakers. While 
Leo Program is in its formative stage, the Committee, with a view to 
f nimity of action, desires to call attention to the foregoing declaration 
of principles, and to Suggest that all possible emphasis be laid by Masters

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It provides appropriations from the public funds, under certain pre- 
seribed conditions, for the training of teachers, for the payment of more 
nearly adequate salaries, for the teaching of English to the foreign-born 
and for other phases of the work of Americanization, all objects which 
seem to fall within the scope of the foregoing declaration of principles 
of the Masonic Service Association of the United States. 

Thus far, the organized opposition to this measure has been chiefly 
upon the part of influences that have always been opposed to public control 
and in favor of private control of education. In every community, in each 
of the States where they have been sufficiently strong, these same influ- 
ences have for many years systematically obstructed the development of 
the public school system. 

Freemasons have no quarrel with any individual or group in their 
exercize of any economic, political or religious creed or practice which 
solely concerns themselves and their own interests. But when any group 
attacks, either openly or covertly, any of the institutions upon which the 
safety of our civil liberties depends, in such fashion as to stamp themselves 
the enemies of those institutions, it becomes the bounden duty of Masons 
to resist such attacks insofar as may be necessary to safeguard the common 
weal A seg aa the foundations of American liberty.

Yet the great liberators of the world since the beginni ee een 
century have been Freemasons! What ee eee ce eee oa pao 
Franklin signify to Americans, the names of Pauee, eo te 
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Garibaldi, Mazzini and Gambetta suggest to their respective countrymen. 
Freemasonry has been repeatedly persecuted or suppressed in various 
countries for its real or supposed revolutionary tendencies. 

The recent celebration of the Masonic birthday of George Washington 
signalized approval of the resistance of our forebears to the despotism of 
King George III, yet was nevertheless designed to strengthen the morale 
of the Fraternity in its support of our State and Federal Governments 
against present-day revolutionary propaganda. To clear up this apparent 
paradox, it is only necessary to observe that the pledge of Masons to sup- 
port constituted authority is based upon their affirmation of faith in the 
principles of self-government by, of, and for the people, and to recall the 
doctrines of the Declaration of Independence which was, and is, a Masonic 
document. Our Masonic forebears asserted in the American Revolution their 
“unalienable right” to self-government. They resisted the existing form 
of government because its powers were not “derived from the consent of 
the governed” and because it had become destructive of their rights. 
They therefore “instituted a new government laying its foundations in 
such principles and organizing its powers in such form” as to them seemed 
most likely “to effect their safety and happiness.” 

The principles of democracy upon which the American Government 
and the Masonic Fraternity are alike founded are now being attacked from 
a point of view opposite to that which called our forebears into the field with 
arms in their hands. Then the dearly won civil liberties of freemen were 
threatened by despotism—now they are threatened by anarchistic, com- 
munistic and socialistic propaganda, The democratic principles exempli- 
fied in our lodges and written into the Constitution of the United States by 
our Masonic forebears are as far removed from the “Dictatorship of the 
Proletariat” as from the despotism of kings and princes. 

Our Institution has always occupied the middle ground of orderly self- 
government under self-imposed laws. From this position we cannot be 
dislodged by attacks of political theorists from any quarter. We have 
found the true equipoise of the forces of political life. We have only to 
observe our ancient landmarks and customs. As against the attacks of 
modern radicalism, Masonry is essentially a conservative institution. 

A peculiar obligation rests upon Masons to withstand hysterical at- 
tacks upon our civil liberties in the guise of anti-radical legislation and 
administrative measures. In the phrase of that great Mason, Benjamin 
Franklin, “They that can give up essential liberty to obtain a little tem- 
porary safety, deserve neither their safety nor their liberty.” Now that 
the war is over, let us take care to avoid being hurried into legislation 
which may prove to be subversive of the ancient Bill of Rights, the heritage 
of Freemen since the time of Magna Charter. Let us rather seek to 
overcome the menace of radicalism by developing our common school sys- 
tem, and by the power of popular discussion, without jeopardizing our 
hardly won liberties. 

In fine, the committee reecommends the studv of American principles 
and institutions, of immigration, of Americanization, of the proposed 
National program for public education, and of radical and revolutionary 
tendencies. Let us discuss and consider these subjects upon their merits 
under the leadership of the soundest Masonic speakers available, and in 
the light of Masonic principles. If evils are found, let us investigate all 
the remedies suggested, taking care to consider every side of each ques- 
tion. Let us educate ourselves by the aid of expert opinion. Let us seek 
earnestly, in the spirit of brotherly love, to find the truth. Then let us, 
as men and Masons, act as our several consciences shall dictate.

The Grand Lodge of Colorado has nassed 
stringent legislation affecting the Concor- 
dant Orders. It is enacted that none of 
the so-called higher bodies shall receive 
petitions from one who has not been a 
Master Mason for at least one year. So- 
liciting petitions is also prohibited. If any 
of these higher bodies fail to observe these 
resolutions Grand Lodge will withdraw 
from them recognition. 

It is possible that a Grand Lodge may 
act within its authority in prescribing that 
a petition for the advanced degrees shall 
not be received within one year from the 
time the brother receives the degree of 
Master Mason, but it is a very serious 
question it a Grand Lodge in so doing is 
not assuming altogether too much. It is 
quite possible that a number of Masons 
rush through the different branches, im- 
pelled by one motive or another, but after 
all the percentage is so small as not to 
present a very serious problem. 

. The chapter protects the lodge in mak- 
ing membership in the latter a prerequisite 
to receiving the advanced degrees and the 
Scottish Rite does likewise. What more 
can consistently be demanded? If, how- 
ever, the Grand Lodge of Colorado felt 
that any such drastic measures as it has 
adopted were necessary, it would seem to 
the ordinary mind much more fitting if 
it had exerted influence on the leaders of

the Grand Chapter and Consistory and per- 
suaded those bodies to have enacted laws 
requiring an interval period as seemed 
necessary and advisable. 

We are not assuming to dictate what 
the Masons of Colorado should do, but con- 
sidering this particular piece of legisla- 
tion, we are glad we are not living under 
such conditions. To us the attitude of the 
Grand Lodge of Colorado seems the height 
of autocracy, and we seriously question the 
wisdom of the legislation referred to. The 
new law, as we understand it, affects those 
who desire to make progress in either rite, 
and we believe will result in more harm 
than benefit to Masonry.—Tyler-Keystone.
